The  purpose  of  the  Student  Government  Association  shall  be  to  preserve  student  honor, 
to  maintain  high  college  standards,  to  uphold  the  honor  of  the  college  and  to  encourage  responsibility 
and  loyalty  to  the  student  body.” 

Many  students  believe,  however,  the  main  purpose  of  the  Student  Council  is  to  award  de¬ 
merits  The  members  of  the  council  are  not  weird  creatures  or  spies.  Instead,  they  are  fellow  students 
who  enjoy  a  good  time  also.  These  representatives  serve  as  a  link  between  the  students  and  the 
administration.
